Captain G. 8. Blanchet and his fly- 
ing squadron, who rescued COl Mac- 
Alpine and his seven companions from 
the island fastness, Wednesday speut 
the day in a final check of their ma- 
chines, after it was decided that it 
was an “off day” for flying, in pre- 
paration for the next dash to Baker 
Lake, 450 miles from Bathurst, from 
whence the relief planes will bring the 
explorers along the 600-mile aerial 
trail within distance of Churchill 
terminus of the Hudson Bay Railway 

Dog Team Trip 


A landing at Churchill is not 
thought feasible, and it is  belleved 
that the end of the aerial journey 


will be at Big Lake, 60 miles north- 
west of the Bay port. The remaining 
60 miles to Churchill would be trav- 
ersed by dog team. 

The message (telling of the forced 
halt at Bathurst was received in Ct- 
lawa, via radio, last night. It was 
brief and gave no details except those 
of weather conditions. The message 
came from Captain Blanchet, as com- 
mander of the relief squadron.

OTTAWA, Noy, 8.—Total ordinary 
revenue of $284,781,357, and ordinary 
expenditure of $182,686,642, for the 
seven months of the fiscal year which 
ended October 31 last, are shown in 
the monthly financial statement of 
the Dominion of Canada issued 
through the department of finance at 
noon today. Both revenue and ex- 


penditure recorded increases over the 
totals for the corresponding period in 
the last fiscal year, During the cor- 
responding seven months of the last 
fiscal year, total ordinary revenue was 

273,125,341, while total ordinary ex- 
penditure amounted to $177,932,846 
The total net debt of the dominion on 
October 31 last, according to depart- 
mental figures, was $2,137,134,093, as 
compared with $2,211,026,035 on Oc- 
tober 31, 1928. The monthly state- 
ment issued today represents only the 
receipts and payments which have 
passed through the books of the de- 
partment of finance up to the last 
day of October. 

Customs duties collected amounted 
fo $114,669,249, representing an i 
crease of more than $5,000,000 over 
the corresponding period in 1928, Ex- 
cise duties collected during the period 
under review reached $40,352,375, an 
moerease of slightly less than $3,000,- 
000, as against collections for the 
seven months of last ‘year, 

Income tax revenue for the seven 
months is shown at $63,756,535.33, or 
an inc:ease of $9,000,000 approximhte- 
ly over the seven months in 1928 
Business profits tax revenue declined 
by $103,000. Revenue from excise taxes 
covering sales, stamps and the like 
amounted to $34,000,000, a decrease of 
$8,000,000, 

On the expenditure side of the 
sheet, payment of interest to the 
amount of $56,870,755 on the public 
debt is indicated, This sum ts about 
$7,000,000 less than for the corres- 
ponding period in 1928. Under loans 
and advances, non-active, loans to 
Canadian Government Merchant Ma- 
rine are shown at $1,180,673 as against 
$469,000 for the seven months of 1928.

FIVEBLOWN

Cause of Explosion in Mas-

Relief Workers Tell 
Horrors After Eruption 
of Volcano

GUATEMALA CITY, Guatemala 
Noy. 8--Overwhelmed by molten lava 
or suffocated by asphyxiating gases, 
scores of the 300 or more victims of 
Monday's eruption of Santa Maria 
volcano have been found in their 
homes or along the roads near El 
Palmar where they perished. 

The full story of the disaster has 
begun reaching Guatemala City 
through relief workers who had 
brought aid to the thousands of per- 
sons in the affected region. In all 
eight coffee plantations were destroyed 
and most of their inhabitants killed 

The bodies found in ruined homes 
and along the roads gave mute evi- 
dence of the horror that had over- 
taken the population. Some of the 
déad had been caught in the fields by 
the molten stream of lava while others 
had been asphyxiated in thelr barri- 
caded homes 

One of the most tragic spots was a 
grove of trees where fleeing inhabi- 
tants had sought refuge, some of them 
climbing into the highest branches, 
only to suffocate and burn 

Relief funds are being collected 
through the Red Cross and ald is 
being sent as quickly as possible to the 
stricken people. Numerous messages 
of sympathy have been received by 
the government,

on the volume and marketing of the

The vote came on a: amendment 
by Senator Odd's, Republican, Ne- 
vada, providing a duty of one cent a 
pound on ore containing ten per cent 
and over of metallic manganese 

The present rate of one cent a 
pound on ore of thirty per cent and 
over of metallic content was retained 
in the house bill, It wrs first increas- 
ed by a vote of seven to four by the 
senate finance committee, Republl- 
cans, through a lowering of the dut 
able content, but a later vote of six 
to five wiped out the tariff altogether 

Approval of the higher protection 
was given after five and a half hours 
of heated debate in which the first 
figures obtained from tax returns for 
use in consideration of the pending 
bill were divulged showing eight of 
the nation's leadin steel compantes to 
have made net profits of $900,181,059 
since 1922, when the present tariff 
law was enacted

Charges that the railways were res- 
ponsible for much of the distress in 
the mining districts of the Domin- 
jon were make by various speakers 
during the afternoon, Unequal dis- 
wWibution of orders was one of the fac- 
tors stressed in the problem of unem- 
ployment. Orders made by the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway company it was 
charged had all to be filled within a 
period of three months each year 


necessitating extra workers in the 
mines 
By equal distribution of orders, 


“legitimate workers” could be provided 
with work during the greater part of 
the year instead of being idle for 
nine months or forced to seek em- 
ployment in other occupations 

The “dumping” of immigrants into 
the mines was deplored, It was 
charged that the railway companies 
“dumped” immigrants who nad failed 
at farm jobs into the mines.
